From early 
spring practice till midwinter league 
meetings he reminds one of a hen with 
a brood of ducklings. The only authentic 
occasion last season when his features 
changed from an expression of perturba- 
tion to a smile was when he saw the 
crowd gathered in Memphis to see the de- 
ciding game of the season between At- 
lanta and Memphis. He recovered him- 
self, however, before any damage was 
done. 

“Abner fs always on a still hunt for an 
opportunity to Imagine he has been horn- 
swoggled.

THE TAX PEAALTY 


Citizens Who Did Not Make 


Returns Are Excused. 


In Place of Present Fine Oouncil’s 
Tax Committee Will Recom- 
mend New Law, Which 
Will Be Enforced 
Mext Year. 


The penalty of !0 per cent and double 
street tax will not be enforced this year 
against those who failed to make r- 
turns of their property for taxation dur- 
ing the period specified by law. 

During the course of the next few 
months—maybe at the time that the 
general tax ordinance for the year is 
written—the tax committee, of which 
Councilman Quil~an is chairman, will 
report to counci] for adoption a meas- 
ure which wilf enforce a penalty upon 
those who fail to. make returns, but 
which will be a much milder and fairer 
measure than the one which is now a 
part of the general law of the munic- 
ipality. $ 

The tax cgmmittee decided not to en- 
force the Maw this year because to do 
so would work a hardship upon a num- 
ber of citizens of Atlanta. About 2,000 
persons this year failed to make returns 
during the period specified by law. If 
10 per cent had been added to their re- 
turns some of them would have Deen 
forced to pay 25 or 30 cents, while some 
would have been made to pay as much 
as $100 and each class would have been 
fined these amounts for the same cause. 

The tax committee decided that this 
would not be equitable or just and there- 
fore the board of tax assessors have 
been instructed not to enforce the law 
against those who failed to make re- 
turns, 

While the penalty will not be exacted 
this year it is very probable that some 
sort of penalty will next year be put 
upon those who do not @ive in. Ample 
notice will be given of the intention of 
the municipality regarding this matter, 
and there will therefore not be occa- 
sion for surprise Hmong the citizens. 


INSULTING NEGRO IS FINED. 


Miss Silverman Was Frightened at 


Strange Conduct of 
Negro. 

On the charge that he had threatened 
to cut the throat of a young lady, Miss 
Sadie Silverman, Henry Johnson, @ ne- 
gro, was yesterday fined $60.75 by Re- 
ecorder Nash Broyles. Johnson failed to 
pay the fine, and was given the alterna- 
tive of thirty days in the city stock- 
ade. 

The affair occurred Tuesday night 
about 7 o’clock, at the corner of Hous 
ton and Butler etreets, in a store con- 
ducted by the girl's father. At the 
time, she was attending to the store 
while her brother was at supper. John- 
son was drinking, and, going into the 
store bareheaded, demanded of Miss; Sil- 
varman that she give him his hat, 
The young lady informed the negro that 
she did not have his hat, and he then 
left.

Paris, March 30.—In the chamber of 
deputies today the campaign of the op- 
position against M. Pelletan, minister of 
marine, failed to shake the ‘position of 
the government which obtained a ma- 
jority of eighty on a test vote. 

After Deputy Lockroy, radical repub- 
lican, had concluded the bitter attack 
which he began yesterday on the present 
administration of naval affairs, Minister 
Pelletan replied in his own defense, de- 
nying the charges made against his min- 
istry and maintaining that the French 
navy, in both ships and personnel, wag at 
present in a state of efficiency. 

Premier Combes wound up the debate 
by declaring that the government accept- 
ed the resolution proposed by the mem- 
bers of the majority for the appointment 
of an extra parliamentary commission 
to examine the condition of the navy, and 
yet, owing to the intensity of party feel- 
ing in the chamber, it was impossibla to 
accept a parlilamentary commission. 

He said he desired an investigation 
which would satisfy all unprejudiced per- 
sons, and therefore made the motion a 
question of confidence. The premier 
pledged that all documents which would 
in no way compromise the natjonal de- 
fenses would be communigated to the 
commission, which would be appointed 
without delay. 

The motion was carried by a vote of 
318 to 238, thus indicating that there 
would be no change in the cabinet as a 
result of the campaign against the min- 
istry of marine.

Atlanta and West Point suburban pas- 
senger train No. 41 was wrecked by a 
head-end collision with a freight train, 
No, 4, Conductor Spratling and Engineer 
Smedley, 12 miles below the ctiy, 50 yards 
beyond Red Oak, about 6:30 o’clock last 
night. 

The engines were badly torn up, the p!- 
lots of both being torn off and the ma- 
chinery slightly damaged. A number of 
passengers were slightly hurt, but none 
seriously. their injuries consisting mostly 
of bruised noses and faces, caused from 
coming in comtact with the seats in front 
of them.. These were left at the station 
where the wreck occurred, While the en- 
gineer and fireman were brought to At- 
lanta and carried to the Grady hospital. 
At 9:30-0’clock a special train was made 
up and took the coaches which were 
brought back to the city out on their 
reguldr run to LaGrange, Several pas- 
sengers who were not injured came up 
with the coaches and returned on the 
special. They give a graphic account of 
the occurrence. 

Engineer Lige Brown is one of the old- 
est men in active service on the line, 
having been an engineer for many years 
and having been connected in various ca- 
pacities with the West Point for about 
forty years. It is thought that he will re- 
cover. ;

Instead of backing, however, 
passengers states that the passenger train 
kept on its way. 

Conductor Shockley, in charge of the 
Passenger train, is said to have endeavor- 
ed to stop his train and to have used the 
ordinary signals to the engineer, but it is 
alleged that the latter kept on his way 
until the collision occurred. 

Train Moving Slowly.

The cowcatchers of the engines were de- 
molished and the inmates of the trains 
were considerably jarred. In a short time 
after the accident occurred the engines 
were pulled apart and another engine 
from this city brought the passenger 
coaches back té Atlanta, where the two 
most badly injured men were taken in 
the ambulance and carried to the hos- 
pitaL. Within an hour another train was 
made up and proceeded on its way to La- 
Grange.

- ON WEST POINT 


abrange Accommodation Runs 


Engineer lige Brown afld His Ne- 
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Brunswick, Ga., Wwarch £.—(Special.)— 
At a meeting of the stockholders of the 
Brunswick and Birmingham railroad yes- 
terday, the sale of that road to the 
Atlantic and Birmingham was confirmed, 
the latter road to take active chargs 
April !. Among those present were 
Bird M. Robinson, president Brunswick 
and Birmingham railroad; W. A. Wim- 
bish, Atlanta, general counsel Bruns- 
wick and Birmingham; George Dole Wad- 
ley, vice president and general manager 
Atlantic and Birmingham. The meet- 
ing is still in progress, and it is impos- 
sible to obtain further facts as to future 
of the road at this time. However, it is 
understood that the Brunswick and Birm- 
ingham will be operated independently 
for the present. 


WwW. Cc. McMillan, who has been acting 
as rate clerk in the office of W. H. Tay- 
loe, assistant general passenger agent of 
the Southern, for the past several 
months, has been appointed traveling 
passenger agent “ith headquarters at 
Atlanta. 

Holmes Smith, formerly travelfhg pas-

A number of other changes have been 
made by the Southern, among them the 
appointment of G. W. Dewees to be city 
ticket agent at Charleston, 8S.

This 
Part of the work will not require much 
time, as it can be placed in position very 
rapidly after the forms are set up, and it 
will require only a short time to harden 
sufficiently to allow the Second story 
of the depot to be placed over it. 


Grading on the site of the train shed 
was started yesterday, fifty teams being 
employed in removing the surplus earth 
where the Central railroad has taken 
away its tracks. The ground to be pre- 
pared embraces both the site of the train 
shed and the station yard and covers 
a large area, The work is in charge of 
Harper Bros., of this city, and will be 
pushed rapidly.

Raleigh, N. C., March 30.—(Special.)— 
There is renewed activity among the 
revenue officers in the search for illicit 
distilleries in the number of which they 
claim hag been a large Increase in the 
past two months, since the Watts liquor 
regulation law became effective. 

They continue to make their charges 
that the Sfate Anti-Saloon League is 
calfing on them to enforce it, thus putting 
upon them a duty which really devolves 
upon the state. Im some cases the ovun- 
ty officials deny these statements, but in 
some cases they are silent. 

The law allows no distilleries outside 
of towns which grant them licenses, 
There are about thirty-two cities anda 
towns in which liquor can be sold and in 
about fifteen Ticenses have been granted 
to distilleries. In this smali number of 
towns all the registered distilleries are 
now gathered, which formerly u to be 
all over the state, there having ‘been 
two years ago several hundred of them.

CHANGES MADE 
IN POSTAL BILL 


Many Amendments to the 
Measure by the Senate 
Committee. 


Washington, March 30.—The postoffice 
appropriation dill as amended by the 
senate committee on postoffices and post 
roads was placed in the hands of the sen- 
ate early today. Among the amend- 
ments not heretofore announced from 
the committeé are the following: 

For separating mailg at the third and 
fourth class postoffiéés, the appropriation 
is re@uced from $1,000,000 to $500,000. 

For allowance to fhird class pOstoffices 


} where the Salaries of postmasters ex- 


ceed $1,000 per annum, to cover the cost 
of clerical services $500, provided that 
no allowance in excess of $400 shall be 
made to any One office. | 

The committee eliminated the follow- 
ing provision inserted by the house: 

“That no part of this appropriation 
shall be expended for telephone service 
in any postOffice where the. postmaster is 
required, by the order of the postmaster 
general or otherwise, to use no other 
telephone gervice than that of the Bell 
telephone company or any. of the tcle- 


| phone companies connected with or con- 


| 


trolled in part by said Bell tolephone 
company.”’ 

Among the new items inserted In the 
bill by the senate committee are the foi- 
lowing: 

“For compensation to seven aSsistant 
superintendents, salary and allowance di- 
vision, at the rate of $2,000 per year, 
$14,000, 

An increase of $50,000 is made for in- 
land transportation by steamboat and 
other poat routes. 

The age limit of fifteen years on cars 
used in the fAllroad postal service was 
stricken out by the senate Committee. 

In the railway mall service the num- 
ber of clerks in various offices has been 
increased materially, as follows: 

In clagg 6, at $1,500, the increase being 
from 247 t0271: In class 5, at $1,400, 
from 1,26! to |,280; in class 5, at $1,300, 
from $15 to 845; in class 4, at 61,200, 
from 1,69! to !,779; in class 4, at $1,100, 
from 1,518 to 1,597. In all, the in- 
ereases is from $12,951,000 to $13,639 - 
000 


The committee has limited the per diem 
allowance for assistant superintendents 
to an amount not exceeding $4,000 a year.

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COTTON CATERPILLAR HAS 
DONE DAMAGE TO GEORGIA 


TATE ENTOMOLOGIST WILMON 
S NEWELL has just issued an im- 

portant bulletin relating to the cot- 
ten caterpillar and the damage it has 
done in Georgia, 

The bulletin goes into details, and pre- 
scribes means for getting rid of the pest.

During the summer of 1903 the cotton 
earterpillar was the cause of considerable 
damage in several counties of southern 
Georgia, notably in Baker, Crawford, 
Chatham, Dooly, Houston, Laurens, 
Lowndes, Macon, Mitchell, Pulaski, Ran- 
dotph, Stewart, Sumter and Taylor coun- 
ties. While the damage in any one lo- 
cality was not excessive, yet the loss 
of the aggregate amounted to considera- 
ble and in many of the infested fields the 
“top crop” was entirely destroyed. 

Discussion of Caterpillar. 

Discussing the caterpillar, Mr. Newell 
says in part: 

“The various severe attacks of the cot- 
ton caterpillar during the history of cot- 

cultivation in the United States, 

ve been almost invariably followed by 
years of practical immunity from the 
pest. This has in some cases been dus 
to attacks upon thé egg and larval stages 
of the pest by a number of parasitic in- 
sects, and in other cases the prevailing 
weather conditions have so reduced the 
number of caterpillars as to leave prac- 
tically no adults to hibernate until the 
following year. At least twelve parastic 
species of insects are known to attack 
the eggs and caterpillars. Upon the first 
appearance of the caterpillars after a 
succession of years in which they have 
been scarce, the parasites are very few 
in numbers. As the caterpillars Increase, 
an increase in parasites also occurs, but 
until several months or seasons have, 
elapsed this increase does not keep pace 
with that of the caterpillars. Only when 
the host insects are exceedingly abundant 
are conditions most favorable for the 
paraSites and then sooner or later their 
rate of increase may exceed that of the 
caterpillars and the ravages of. the lat- 
ter be checked or stopped entirely. Moist 


and cloudy weather is erpecially favora- } 


ble to the ravid development of the 
caterpillars, while hot dry days at the 
time of hatching from the egg, or short- 
- ly afterwards, may destroy large num- 
bers. Many of the larvae fall from the 


plants to the ground, and if there ex- 
posed t6 the direct hot sunshine may be 
unable to agan reach the foliage. 

It ig evident that in fields where the 
rows are far gqough apart to allow plen- 
ty of sunshingto reach the ground, this 
destruction wil be much greater than 
where the rovs are close together and 
the ground thoroughly shaded. This 
should be bome in mind at the time 
of planting md the rows placed Suffi- 
clently far apert to admit plenty of sun-_ 
shine.

Washington, March 30.—(Special.)—Tex- 
ans look forward with confidence to the 
time when their state and the south will 
present the name of Senator Joseph Wel- 
don Bailey for the presidency.

Digging for Kauri Gum. 
(From The London Times.) 

The ordinary method of searching for 
kauri gum in New Zealand is Dy first 
feeling for it a littles. below the surface 
with a steel pointed piece of iron called 
a ‘gum spear’ and then digging it out 
with a spade. A skillful and industrious 
digger can earn as much as £3 to £4 
per week at the work, and even children 
can earn a few shillings a day; Dut, as 
the gum fields offer a refuge tor all sorts 
and conditions of men, many who. are 
old and infirm resort to them, and so 
the average earnings are reduced to £I 
I5s, or £2 a week. The gum jis used 
principally in the manufacture Var- 
nish, put it is also found useful for many 
other purposes, such as dressing ‘‘glaz- 
ed’’ calicoes, etc.

Lagistation To Provide Money 
for the Conflict Is 
Completed. 


Tokio, March 29.—&:30 p. m.—The spe- 
cial diet concluded its labors today, final- 
ly passing the series of war tax and 


financial measures proposed by the gov- 
ernment. It will finally adjourn tomor- 
row. 

Almost the entire financial programme 
submitted by the cabinet was approved, 
although several changes were made, The 
amount to be raised annually by special 
taxation was reduced from $37,000,000 to 
$34,000,000. The government plan to 
make up the deficit thereby created in the 
estimates by cutting down the admin- 
istrative expenses. 

Another change in the programme was 
the refusal to sanction the oreation of a 
salt monopoly. 

An intéresting feature of the financial 
tegislation is the passage of an act au- 
thorizing the banks to issue savings prize 
debentures. The total issue of these de- 
bentures is limited to $15,000,000 per 
year. The rate of interest and the amount 
of the prizes under a lottery drawing 
scheme ere limited. The whole plan ends 
when the war is over. The government 
has the right to borrow the money real- 
ized by the sale of the savings prize 
debentures, but the management, sale and 
redemption of the debentures is entirely 
in the hands of the banks. 

The chances in the customs tariffs be- 
come effective after six months. The 
articles affected include confectioneries, 
preserves in sugar, silk fabrics, alcohol, 
kerosene, sugar, molasses, sirup, crepe de 
chine, manufactured tobacco, Chinese 
spirits, ordinary cake and alcoholic bev- 
erages containing over 50 per cent alco- 
hol. Consumption taxes are levied on 
woolen fabrics and kerosene oll. 

The tobacco monopoly was passed. The 
compensation to be paid the manufactur- 
ers will be a sum equal to the amount of 
their saies for three years.

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RUSSIANS KILL 
FORTY JAPANESE 


So St. Petersburg Advices 
Say, but Story Is Denied 
by Japanese, 


St. Petersburg, March 30.—A later offi- 
cial dispatch from General Mishtchenko 
reports that on the authority of the in- 
habitants of Chong Ju, Korea, the Japa- 
nese lost forty men killed, 100 men 
wounded and a number of horses during 
the fighting there Monday. The Japanese 
employed 800 Koreans to carry their 
wounded to Anju. General Mishtchenko 
adds that Captain Stopanoff, who also 
was among the Russians wounded, died 
yesterday. 

The above, which was dated March 29, 
was forwarded to the emperor today by 
General Kuropatkin. 

London, March 30.—The Japanese lega- 
tion here has received the following offi- 
cial report from Tokio of the fightin?’ be- 
tween Japanese and Russian forces at 
Chong Ju, Korea, Monday: 

“On March 28 a portion of our cavalry 
and infantry forces occupied Chong Ju, 
after defeating the enemy. The enemy, 
who numbered about six hundred, re- 
treated in the direction of Wiju. Our 
casualties were Lieutenant Kano and 
four others killed; Captain Kurokawa and 
twelve others wounded of the cavalry 
force. There were no casualties among 
our infantry. Two dead bodies were left 
by the enemy on the fieHM, but it is re- 
ported that some seven or eight were 
killed inside the town. Those were 
promptly carried off by the enemy on 
horseback or on ambulances. The Rus- 
slans were seen conveying in an ambu- 
lance two dead men, apparently officers, 
and bloodstained bandages were found 
scattered around. The enemy must have 
sustained losses at least equal to our 
own.”

Mr. Stoddard contended that the letter 
Was not properly attested by three wit- 
nesses and was not described in the will 
as being a part of the will. Mr. Stoddard 
quoted from the letter that part which 
Says that the letter was tod be read by 
the widow and asked: 
“Do you mean to say that this docu- 
ment was eyer intended to be .spread on 
the public records ‘read by you alone?’ 
There ig nothing in that part which can 
possibly be construed as being a technical 
part of the testament of Mr. Bennett It 
was a letter of instructions, the very 
terms of which show it conclusively.” — 
A sensational incident occurred when 
Mr. Stoddard in the course of his argu- 
ment declared that the sealed letter did 
s0t express the truth and did not repre- 
sent the sentiments of Mr. Bennett. Mr. 
Bryan,-who had entere@ the court toom 
a short time before, jumped to his “feet 
immédiately and starte@ ‘to speak, but 
was interrupted by Mr. < ddard, who 
said, With great .emphasig, that Mr. 
Bryan wag hiding behind a subterfuge in 
this important matter, “atid¢that it- was 
time Mr, Bryan said . ing.’’ 
Mr. Stoddard referred “to certain let- 
ters which are said to have passed be- 
tween Mr. Bryan and Mr. ‘Bennett, ‘but 
while Mr, Bryan was still trying to get 
an opportunity te speak the court ruled 
that all reference to the letters mention- 
ed was inadmissable at this time. 


Court Rules Against Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan insisted on being heard, how- 
ever, saying: 
“Your honor, Judge Stoddard has made 
& statement that is contrary to a fact 
and I wish to repudiate it. I must be 
stated right.” 

The court replied: 

“Mr. Bryan, I should think you ought 
to know that when a court has made a 
ruling that you cannot go and break it. 
Please sit down.”’ 

Mr. Bryan thereupon seated himself and 
a Stoddard was allowed an objec- 
tion.

Berlin. 


Berlin, March 30.—The people of Ber- 
lin, who never tire of military proces- 
sions, jammed the streets last night dur- 
ing the departure of reinforcements for 
German southwest Africa. The troops 
which left Berlin last week had been

PARIS EDITOR 
-KILLS WOMAN 


But Jury Finds That There 
Were Extenuating Cir- 
cumstances, 


—_—— --- 


Paris, March 30.—Frederick Grueling, 
the editor of an art paper, charged with 
the murder of Blise Papesco, a Rou- 
manian singer, in hig room at the- Hotel 
Regina, October I! last, was declared 
guilty today. The jury found that there 
were extenuating circumstances in the 
case, and Grueling was sentenced to ten 
years’ hard labor and to ten years’ police 
supervision. 


It was announced from Paris October |! 
last, that Grueling reported to the clerk 
of the Hotel Regina that a young wom- 
an, Elise Papesco, a Roumanian singer, 
had killed herself in his room, and the 
police expressed the belief that she had 
been murdered. When the body was ¢x- 
amined by a physician, a bullet wound 
was found in the base of the skyll and 
another in the temple, the latter causing 
death. The physician declared that it 
was impossible for the woman to have 
inflicted the wound at the base of her 
skull, and Grueling was held on the 
charge of murder. <Accomiing to Gina 
Papesco, sister of the dead woman, Gruel- 
ing proposed marriage to Elise, claiming 
he was rich and saying he was opposed 
to her going to Bucharest to fill an en- 
gagement at the Royal theater, 

It is said that while at Aix-les-Baine, 
Grueling became acquainted with Eugenie 
Fougere, who was murdered in her villa 
there September (!8, under mysterious 
circumstanc®s. 

The murder of Blise Papesco recalled 
another violent death in Paris, that of 
an American singer, Mrs. Eilen §S. Gore, 
in November, 1902, She was found dead 
in the room of Jean de Rydzewsky, a 
singer of the Imperial theater at St. 
Petersburg. Although the United States, 
French and Russian gOvernments took a 
deep interest in the elaborate investiga- 
tions which followed, the mystery was 
never satisfactorily cleared up.

Oharges Against Congressmen. 

Mr. Gorman referred to the charges 
made against congressmen by the post- 
office department, saying he believed 
that these had been made for the pur- 
pose of diverting attention from the 
guilty ones, who had filched money 
from the treasury and abused _ their 
trusts. As for himself, he was of the 
opinion that members had not done 
more in the matter than their puwhblio 
duties required. Mr. Gorman called at- 
tention to the habit of criticising men 
engaged in legislative work, and he con- 
cluded that this criticism grew out of 
a well-directed effort to build up a one- 
man, czarlike government. 

So far, indeed, had this plan progressed 
that legislation has come to be prac- 
tically a farce, all important measures 
being dictated by the executive. It was 
coming to be that only an executive or- 
der was necessary to get an appropria- 
tion. The result is that congress be- 
comes a mere recording body. 

‘‘We are now told,” he continued, ‘‘that 
having approved the plans of the exec- 
utive we must adjourn and go home be- 
cause of the fear of damaging disclo- 
sures. The fear is so great that we 
are to be sent away and not to be al- 
lowed to do anything.’’ He then referred 
to some of the pending legislation, and 
included in the list Mr. Foraker’s bill 
for the amendment of the anti-trust 
law regarding transportation. He re- 
ferred to Attorney General Knox’s 
statement regarding this bill, saying 
that it was not a departmental meas- 
ure. “Think of it!” said Mr. Gorman. 
“Notice is given to congress that noth- 
ing should be done in the way of legis- 
lation without consulting the administra- 
tton!’’ 

No One Man Controls. 


The American people do not want one- 
man control, Mr. Gorman contended. He 
hoped that such action would be taken as 
would prevent one-man control in the 
next four years, whosoever might fill the 
white houSe. 

Mr. Gorman closed with the declara- 
tion of the conviction that the post- 
office department “was h0Oney-combed 
with corruption and inefficiency.” 

Mr, Penrose, chairman of the commit- 
tee on postoffices, said that while he had 
Originally favored an invesffgation he 
had now reached the conclusion that 
none was necessary. 

Mr. Penrose challenged the accuracy 
of Mr. Gorman’s statement that extraor- 
dinary haste had beén exercised by the 
committee on postoffices in the ‘prepara- 
tion of the bill. The subject matter 
of the measure had been recelving at- 
tention, he said, since last December, 
Mr. Lodge sustained Mr. Penrose’s state- 
ment that there had been no undue haste 
in bringing the postoffice bill into the 
senate. It was true that the committee 
had done all in its power to promote an 
early adjournment. ‘The party in pow- 
er,”” he proceeded, “has deemed it best to 
bring about an early adjournment if it 
could be done. So far as I am aware 
there have been no instructions received 
from anybody in any quarter. It was 
not on this side of the chamber that the 
expression of ‘‘cuckoo” originated. That 
word is chargeable to the senator from 
Alabama, and applied to his side of the 
chamber. It also should be borne in 
mind, he said, that the charge that a 
president had said that he wanted to get 
congress off his hands was to be traced to 
a democratic president, and Mr. Gorman 
has got his, presidents mixed.

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WEEVIL SCARE 
IS UNGROUNDED 


Bug Found in Pike and Spald- 
ing Not Dangerous to 
Cotton. 


The bug that was found in Pike and 
Spalding counties, samples of which were 
sent to the state department of agricul- 
culture because it was thought to be the 
Mexican cotton boll weevil, is not, after 
all, the much dreaded pest, and the cot- 
ton planters may rest at ease on that 
score, for a time at least. 

State Entomologist Wilmon Newell re- 
turned to the city yesterday, and the 
bugs were turned over to him for in- 
vestigation. 

“It is only the commen blood weed 
weevil,” said Mr. “Newell, In speaking 
of the matter yesterday. “It is some- 
what similar in appearance to the Mex- 
ican boll weevil, but is muab larger and 
longer. The two bugs do not even be- 
long to the same family. I have found 
this bug in all parts of the south, and 
so far as I know it does not materially 
damag® cotton. The discovery of this

Mr. Newell has several specimens of 
the Mexican boll weevil, dead ones, of 
course, in his laboratory, and a compAr- 
ison of them with this blood weed 6r rag 
weed vieevil shows the difference at 
once. The blood weed weevil is abouf 
twice as large as the boll weevil, and is 
different in shape, the boll weevil having 
rather a round body.

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New York and the Lewis Bill. 

The New York inabjlity to under- 
stand the conditions prevailing be- 
yond the confines of that metropolis 
could not be. better illustrated than 
by an editorial in The Herald inveigh- 
ing against the Lewis bill, under 
which the national banks of the coun- 
try would be permitted to lend money 
upon real estate security, under prop- 
er restrictions, This bill has been 
favorably reported from the house 
committee on banking and currency 
by a unanimous report, and is strong: 
ly supported by representatives of the 
agricultural sections of the south and 
west who believe it extends to the 
national banks a privilege that would 
be of value both to the banks and to 
the people doing business with them. 

But The Herald insists there are 
plenty of financial institutions to 
make loans upon real estate, an/ that 
it would be dangerous to extend that 
privilege to the national banks, ex- 
plaining that— 

The purpose of a discount bank is to 
facilitate trade, making its advances upOn 
merchandise, commercial paper and per- 
sonal securities that, if need be, are read- 
lly converted into cash to meet the de- 
mands of depositors. 

And it argues: 

A bank not prudently managed would 
almost certainly come to grief by making 
the proposed direct loans upon rea] es- 
tate. The nationa] examiners when they 
now visit a bank can sit at a table and 
irspect the various instruments and se- 
curtties on which it has loaned its de- 


gesitors’ money. If advances were made 
on real estate, they could tell nothing 


the properties, inspecting them and pro- 
curing estimates of their value. 

It might add a little to the labor of 
the examiners, to be sure; might even 
necessitate the appointment of a few 
more than now exist. There is no 
very great menace in that. It is not 
the part of congress to guard against 
the possibility of a bank being im. 
prudently managed through too liber- 
al loaning upon real estate, nor could 
this be done by legislation any ‘more 
than are occasional disasters prevent- 
ed by the present laws. Objections 
of this kind are not worth serious 
consideration. 

But The Herald goes on to say that 
there are indiviauals, trust cgmpanies 
and various other financial institutions 
to make these loans upon real estate. 

That is true in .wwew York and in 
the ditferent financial centers, but it 
is not true so far as the country at 
Iarge is concerned. The law permit- 
ting the chartering of. national banks 
with @ capitalization as low as $25,000 
has resulted in almost all the local 
banks taking out national charters, 
until in the smaller cities and towns 
there are practically no other finan- 
cial institutions than the national 
banks. These small banks, and the 
people they are presumed to serve, 
are both handicapped by the provision 
of the present law which prevents na- 
tional banks making loans upon real 
estate. It is to relieve this situation 
that the Lewis bill is aimed. 

Perhaps The Herald will be so good 
as to observe that there is nothing in 
the bill to compel the banks to make 
real estate loans. If the directors of 
a New York bank do not regard New 
York real estate sufficiently good se- 
curity for a loan, or if they have oth- 
er objections to entering upon this 
pranch of the business, preferring to

The Meat Trust Threatened. 

In view of the decision of the 
United States supreme court in the 
Northern Securities case, there is 
very general] interest as to what atti- 
tude the government will take in re- 
gard to the other companies which 
are in the same category as_ the 
Northern Security was when the su- 
preme court narrowed its scope. 

There is, perhaps, no single one of 
the combines that affects the south- 
ern farmer more’ directly than the 
meat trust, composed of the five 
great packing houses of the country. 
The status of this trust was proven 
by the attorney general of the state 
of Missouri last year and a fine of 
$5,000 was entered by the court 
against each of the packers doing 
business in Missouri. The decision 
was accepted by the packers and the 
fine paid in every instance without 
appeal to the supreme court of Mis- 
sourl. The state did not care to lose 
its big meat packing interest, and 
was accordingly lenient in imposing 
the penalty of the law, which pro- 
vided for fine, charter forfeiture, or 
both. The trust was in this case dis- 
missed with a modest fine. 

Now a news dispatch says: 

The department.of commerce and labor 
has notified the United States district at- 
torney in Chicago and the same official 
in Kansas City that the agents of the 
government had received instructions to 
begin an investigation, arid that the Kan- 
sas City and Chicago representatives of 
the government are to give them every 
aid possible. It is probable that the evi- 
dence given before the Missouri courts, 
when it was proved that a packing trust 
existed, will be uSed extensively. When 
the investigatOrg have concluded their 
work, as was the case in the Northern 
Securities COmpany, they will return to 


‘Washington and make a sécret report to 


Secretary Cortelyou. Then action will be 
started in the federal courts, probably in 
Chicago. Witnesses from all packing cen- 
ters, including the five northern markets 
and Forth Worth in the south, will be 
summoned. If the packing trust is found 
to be an illegal concern, the government 
will put its penalty into effect. Attorney 
General Knox, having tested the law, 
probably will not appear again in the 
trust issue. The penalty, if a trust {s 
proved, ig a_fine of not more than $5,000 
iby the national government, or not more 
than one year in prison, of both. The 
imprisonment charge would make it pos- 
sible for the government to enforce its 
verdict. There is no national penalty for 
forfeiture of charter. 

There is hardly room for doubt 
that the existence of a monopoly can 
be conclusively proven, should the ef- 
‘fort be made by the national govern- 
ment. It is probable that the connec- 
tion between the big packers extends 
farther than a mutual understanding 


as to rates and daily quotations on 


A partnership company controlling 
various small plants owned by the in- 
dividual would occupy the same rela- 
tive position in the eyes of the law 
as the Northern Securities Company, 
and would be subject to the penalty 
above named. The packers are defi- 
ant and would oppose aggressive 
action on part of the national govern- 
ment. If defeated, a plan to preserve 
harmonious relations and continue 
united action to the end of maintain- 
ing prices would then devolve upon 
the legal advisory board of the com- 
panies in the trust, who would be 
put to it to adopt a scheme as lum- 
inous as the method of the Standard 
Oil trust for evading the law.

Mayor Howell Talks 
Mayor Howell talked very interesting 
of the exposition and its officers yester- 
day morning. 
“It is undoubtedly the biggest exposi- 
tion that has ever been given in the 
world,” he declared.

“President David Francis, the head of 
the exposition company, igs one of the 
most remarkable workers I ever saw.

PREY 10 FLAMES 


Historic West End Residence 
Partially Destroyed Yesterday, 


Home Which Was Built in 1858 by 
Cousin John Thrasher Will Be 
Restored by Dr. Connally, 
Who Is the Present 
Owner. 


The historic ante bellum residence of 
Dr. E. L. Connally, at 63 Ashby street, 
West End, was attacked by fire yester- 
day and narrowly éscaped total destruc- 
tion. * 

The fire broke out about 2:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon and was caused by a de- 
fective flue. The roof first caught and 
befote the fire department could reach 
the Scene the flam@s had uncovered the 
building and were playing havoc with 
the upper story. 

The fire engines congregated about the 
threatened house with all possible speed 
and soon hed streams of water playing 
on the blaze. The roof and upper floor, 
however, were destroyed and the re- 
mainder of the house was injured by the 
water, smdéke and heat. 

There was a stiff wind blowing while 
the fire was in progréss and it seemed 
for a time that the famous old residence 
would be eaten up by the flames, but 
when the fire was finally subdued the 
walls were all left standing and it was 
soon ascertained that the building could 
be easily reconstructed. 

Mr. Connally’s “family left the house 
as s00n 4s tho fire started and are now 
at the homéeg of felatives. A number 
of gpecial policemen guarded the house 
last night, as it was impossible to close 
it up so as to~protect the furnishings 
of the lower floor. 


4 Loss Amounts to $6,000. 


' The house was insured for $8,000 and 
the damage done by the fire was eatl- 
mated yesterday at about $6,000. Re- 
building work will be gommenced at once, 
but it will be thrée months before the 
fiouse is again ready for occupancy. 

If the old house had been destroyed one 
of the most famous landmarks in At- 
lanta would have been ‘fost. There aro 
few people who have lived in the city any 
length of time who do not Know this 
residence, that raises its stately form 
on the Ashby sfreet hill and few unaé- 
quainted with the old building's history. 

Back in the year 1858, when Atlanta 
Was a mere village, “Cousin’’ John 
Thrasher owned 300 acres of wooded hills 
in what is now West End. He built him 
a home on One of the most graceful swells 
of land in all the tract, which, by the 
way, was just about the center of the 
300 acres. 

It was the fineSt house for many miles 
around and far and away excelled any 
thing in Atlanta, Within and without it 
was a marvel of elegance and luxury. 
The great verandas were graced by or- 
namental iron work. The apartments in- 
side were rich with great marble man- 
tels, ; 

“Cousin” John lived happily in his 
handsome home until Sherman’s army 
came marching down upon Atlanta and 
eventually marching into the city. Then 
‘Cousin’’ John Thrasher changed his 
residence and the beautiful] home was 
seized by blue coated soldiery. 

The ornamental iron work that circled 
the wide verandas was torn away and 
melted down to serve some of the varied 
needs of an army. The marble mantels 
pleased the aesthetic fancies of other sol- 
diers and were likewise displaced and 
borne away. The library was converted 
into a blacksmith shop and where once 
in the tranquil stillness ‘‘Cousin’” John 
sat him down to read, the anvil now 
rang {and the sparks from the smithy 
forge. danced downward to the floor. 

After Sherman's army the old house 
was next occupied by Dr. Sells, who pur- 
chased it from the Thrashers. Later he 
in turn sold out and Miles Dobbins 
acquired the historic old home. At his 
death Frank Gray purchased the place 
and lived in the stil] bes “#ful home un- 
til he was killed some yea. ago. 

In 1887 Dr. Connally bought the old 
house and has made his home there ever 
since until the fire yesterday drove him 
away. There are now ten acres in the 
grounds, the remainder of the 300 acyes 
having be®en from time to time sold in 
lots, The house is one of the most historic 
and in many ways the most interesting 
in the city and now that Dr. Connally is 
to reconstruct it he wil) restore and add 
to its pristine glory so that it will again 
be one of the prettiest homes in At- 
lanta. 


Belled Buzzard in Mississippi. 


Jackson, Miss., March 30.—(Special.)— 
The people of Lee county are very much 
excited over the reappearance of the 
bellied buzzard, after an absence of about 
a dozen years. The bird was seen near 
* Verona one day last week by a negro

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CAPTAIN W. S. EVERETT | 
KILLED IN ACCIDENT 
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Who Was Killed Yesterday by the Breaking of a Spindle on His 
Bu gey. 
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Prominent Atlantan Falls from Broken Vehicle and 
Dies Almost Instantly from Fracture at 
Base of Brain. 


Captain William 8S. Everett, of 362 
Peachtree street, senior member of the 
firm of Everett, Ridley, Ragan & Co., 
wholesale merchants, and one of the 
most prominent and influential business 
men and citizens of Atlanta, was almost 
instantly killed yesterday afternoon short- 
ly before | o’clock on Peachtree street, 
near the corner of Carnegie way, as the 
result of an accident to his buggy. 

Quincy Everett, son of Captain Everett, 
and a salesman of Bverett, Ridley, 
Ragan & Co., who was in the buggy with 
his father, was painfully, but not seri- 
ously injured. He was bruised on the left 
side of the body and his face and hands 
were lacerated. 

The accident occurred while Captain 
Everett and his son were on their way to 
dinner from the store of the company, 
corner of. Edgewood avenue and North 
Pryor street, and was caused by the 
breaking of the gapindle on the left front 
axle. The break was complete, the left 
front wheel rolling to one side, and the 
left corner of the buggy falling to the 
pavement. While Captain Everett was 
trying to keep his horse under contro] to 
prevent it from running away, both he 
and his son were precipitated from the 
vehicle, Captain Everett’s head striking 
on the granite curbing. He died a few 
minutes iater without having spoken. 

After the accident, the horse, which is 
a very valuable and naturally a spirited 
animal, became frightened and ran away, 
dashing out Peachtree street. The horse 
ran wildly for several blocks, and finally 
the buggy was almost completely dernol- 
ished in front of the residence of Al- 
derman Hugh T. Inman, corner of Peach. 
tree and Harris streets. The horse suc- 
ceeded in freeing himself from the frag- 
ments of the vehicle and continued on 
his run, some time later being found and 
taken In charge on Marietta street. The 
animal was placed in the stables of the 
John A. Miller company, corner of 
Marietta and Bartow streets. 

Captain Everett and his son left the 
store about fifteen minutes to | o'clock 
to go home to their dinner. They 
entered the buggy at the Pryor street 


rentrance of the store and drove up Pryor 


street toward the junction of Peachtree, 
When near the Grand opera house, the 
front spindle on the left. side of the 
front axle suddenly gave way, breaking 
off just inside the hub of the left front 
wheel. The whee] fell to the pavement 
and the buggy was thrown over to one 
side. 

Captain Everett, who was driving, was 
on the right side of the buggy, and 
Quincy Everett was on the same side as 
the broken spindle. Young Everett in- 
stantly braced himself against the side 
of the buggy, to prevent being thrown 
out, and his body acted as a support for 
Captain Everett. The latter quickly 
turned the horse diagonally across the 
Street and drove it toward a big tele- 
phone pole that stands on the sidewalk 
In front of the houge that Jatk built 
presumably to prevent a possible run- 
away. Just as the horse reached the 
pole, young Everett in some manner lost 
his foothold and was precipitated into 
the street. This left Captain Bveret 
without any support and before he had 
time to save himself he fell from the 
buggy over his son, the left side of his 
head striking heavily against the sharp 
edge of the curbing. 

There were several eyewitnesses to 
the accident and these quickly rushed to 
the assistance of the two wounded men. 
It was found that Captain Everett wag 
still breathing and the Grady hospital 
ambulance was hurriedly summoned, tak- 
ing the injured man to the Elkin-Coopei 
sanitarium, on Luckie street. When the 
ambuiance reached the institution, how- 
ever, Captain Everett was dead. He was

| bleeding from the nose and ear, An ex- 
amination showed that the blow had 
caused a fracture at the base of the 
brain. A gash about 4 inches in length 
had been cut on the head just behind tho 
left ear, but no fracture of the skull was 
found at this place. The body was at 
once removed to the home on Peachtree 
street. 

Young Everatt was also taken to the 
sanitarium and later to his home. It was 
ascertained that he was. painfully bruisea 
on the left leg and left side of the body 
and that the skin had also been torn in 
places from his face and hands by rea- 
son of his contact with the asphalt pav- 
ing. 

News of the accident spread rapidly and 
occasioned many expressiOng of sorrow 
among the friends and acquaintances of 
the deceased. Captain Bverett was pop- 
ular and had hosts of warm personal 
friends. He was a prominent figure in 
the business world, a leadng citizen of 
Atlanta and was widely known. 

Captain Everett’s Life. 

Captain Everett was one of the noble- 
men of life. In the business, political 
and social world he held the respect ana 
confidence of all with whom he came in 
contact, but it was not in these circles 
that he shone to best advantage. His 
home life was beautiful and was fre- 
marked upon by all who were so fortu- 
nate as to know of it. His tender devo- 
tion to Mrs. Everett, who has never been 
physically strong, the strong sympathy 
he has had in all the affairs of his chil- 
dren, and the sweet disposition which 
he manifested toward everyone who en- 
tered his house weer often commented 
upon. 

Although Captain Everett never actual- 
ly joined any of the churcheg of Atlanta, 
he was a regular attendant, and led a 
life that was marked by its sweetness and 
uprightneds. During the mfnistry of 
Dr. Hawthorne, at the First Baptist 
church, Captain Everett attended services 
there. He-was very fond of Dr. W. 
W. Landrum, the present pastor, but 
during the late years of his life decidea 
to attend church regularly with his wife, 
who is a charter member of 
church and one of the most devout of its 
many able women. He has therefore for 
the past several years been a constant 
attendant at the services conducted by 
Dr. H. S. Bradley, and it is known that 
he had under consideration the mat- 
ter of placing his name upon the roster. 

He had already declared for the Savior 
by his life and his example. 

Captain Everett was born in Allegany 
county, New York, January 21, 1839. He 
was the son of Rev. William Evereet, a 
Baptist clergyman, native of Massachu- 
setts, son of William Everett, a soldier of 
the war of !812, and of the same line- 
age as the distinguished New Englaneers, 
Pdward Everett and Edward Everett 
Hale. The mother of Captain BPverett 
wag Abigail Sprague, of Tompkins coun- 
ty, Wew York. 

Came to Atlanta in 1857. 

Captain Everett was reared in his na- 
tive state, but at the age of I8 came 
alone to Atlanta to seek his fortune in 
the south. Finding employment as a 
traveling book salesman he visited a 
great part of Georgia ’and became thor- 
Oughly familiar with the southern home 
life and social] institutions. Afterward 
he was employed as a mercantile clerk at 
Atlanta and on October J!, 1860, mar- 
ried Frances G. Haynes, of Atlanta, Ga., 
who is of North Carolina descent and 
a Daughter of the American Revolution, 

When the civil war began his brothers 
in the north entered the service of the 
United States. John Quincy Everett 
died in the army, and another brother. 
Ambrose Sprague Everett, became a cap- 
tain of a New York company. He sur- 
vived the war and is now a resident of 
Denver, Colo. 

William §. Everett, however, thorough- 
ly in sympathy with southern aspirations 
and ideals, volunteered among the first 
for the support of the confederate states 
government as 2 member of a military 
company already organized. Circum- 
stances prevented his going into the fleld 
at once and on January It, 1862, he joineo 
cOmpany A, Ninth Georgia battalion of 
artillery, commanded by Major A. Lay- 
den. He was at once appointed sergeant 
and when his company was divided he 
Was elected second lieutenant of that 
part which was made company E. Later 
he was promoted through the grade o 
first lieutenant to the rank of captain. 

The battalion was first ordered to Ab- 


ingdon, Va., and made a campaign in 
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Kentucky under General. Humphrey <tar- 
Shall. After this it was on duty in the 
vicinity of Knoxville, Tenn., and thence 
was ordered to Lafayette, Ga., a short 
time before the battle of Chickamauga. 
Captain. Everett, by this time in com- 
mand of his company, was detached and 
ordered to report to General Bushrod 
Johnson, at Dalton, and he participatec 
in the fight at Ringgold, September 16, 
1863; was engaged during the advance 
to Reed's bridge on the /8th, under the 
direction of General N. B. Forrest, and 
in the battie of the !9th and 20th haw 
an important part, as clearly appears 
from the official reports of General] RBush- 
rod Johnson and Colonel John §. Fulton, 
commanding Johnson's brigade. Pverett’s 
battery and Dent's Alabama battery pen- 
etrated farther than any other conreder- 
ate artillery command within the lines 
Of the enemy. 
‘Brilliant Artillery Work. 

On Sunday, having put his guns in po- 
sition on a hill in the rear of Vidito’s 
house, he opened fire on a portion of anh 
ordnance train, which was attempting 
to escape through a gap in the ridge, 
completely checked its movements and 
caused the capture of thirty wagons ana 
several pieces of artillery; and in the 
closing fight the same afternoon, while 
holding an advanced position on Snod- 
grass hil] in front of the Vidito house, 
lhe repelled three separate charges of 
the enemy. 

During the two days his battery fired 
428 rounds. After the investment of 
Chattanooga, he participated in General 
Longstreet’s east Tennessee campaign 
and subsequently was detached with hia 
batW ey and ordered to report to Genera) 
McCausland in the Shenandozh valley 
with whom he served during the Lynch- 
burg campaizn against Hunter. Later 
he joined General WBarly’s army at 
Charleston, W. Va., but soon after was 
reunited with his battalion at Mission 
river station, from whence he was order- 
ed to Richmond and stationed with his 
battery at Fort Gregg, on Chapin’s farm, 
below Richmond, where he was on duty 
until the evacuation of Richmond. He 
was with the army on the retreat to Ap- 
pomattox, but did not surrender, being 
one of seventy who made their way into 
North Carolina, hoping to unite with 
Johnston's army. They were intercepted, 
however, by a federal command, and com- 
pelled to surrender. 

Captain Everett arrived at Atlante 
again April 29, 1865, with nothing in the 
way of cap?tal except the horse he rode. 
Selling’ this he bought a vacant lot and 
for six months lived in a tent, the town 
being mostly in ashes. He began brave- 
ly again at the bottom of the ladder ir 
commercial life. In due course he avas 
able to found a wholesale dry goods 
house and was at the time of his death 
head of the widely known firm of Ever- 
ett-Ridley-Ragan Company. He main- 
tained a close comradeship with his old 
associates in arms; was a member of At- 
lanta camp No. 159, United Confederate 
Veterans; had the rank of chief of artil- 
lery on the staff of General C. A. Fans 
and was chairman pro tem. of the Ce-or- 
gia state memorial board, which was ap- 
pointed by the late Governor W. Y. At- 
kinson for the purpose of erecting the 
handsome Georgia monument at Chicka- 
mauga park and placing fifty-six markers 
on the positions occupied by the creorgig 
commands during the battle of September 
19 and 20, 1863..

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BRONZE SHIELD 
REACHES CITY 


Monument to General For-. 


rest Ready To Be 
Erected, 


The monument to be erected at the 
head of Forrest avenue in honor of the 
late General Nathanie] Bedford Fortfest, 
confederate states army, has arrived in 
Atlanta, and arrangements will at once 
be made for erecting it. 

Thomas Peters, chairman of the com- 
mittee that has the erection of the monu.- 
ment in charge, was notified yesterday 
that it had arrived in the city. He com- 
municated the intelligence to the other 
members of the committee and notified 
them that he would call a meeting in a 
few days. 

The committee is composed of Thomas 
Peters, chairman; E. H. Thornton, A. C. 
Bruce, W. F. Williams and R. B. Toy. 

The monument is a shield of gray 
bronze and bears the coat of arms of 
the confederate states, the flag and an 
appropriate inscription. 

The monument was presented to the 
street by Forrest Adair, who bears the 
name of General Forrest, and who was 
one of the supporters of the movement 
to have the general council of the mu- 
nicipality declare that the avenue was 
named ‘‘Forrest,” in honor of General 
Forrest, and not “Forest,” because of 
the number of trees upon it. 

After the spelling of the name had been 
determined upon a committee of citzens 
was appointed to secure subscriptions for 
the monument. This work was proceed- 
ing when Forrest Adair heard of the 
movement and generously asked for the 
privilege of bearing the entire cost. 

A programme will be arranged by the 
committee for the exercises that will take 
place when the bronze shield is put in 
place, and this programme will be pre- 
pared dui‘ng the meeting that is to be 
called in the course of the next few days 
by the chairman.

of Clyde Fitch, who does things so beau- 
tifully in pen and ink, andthe players 
beginning with Miss*Elliiott and running 
Mal) the way through the cast, were just 
the kind that take Mr. Fitch’s pen and 
4nk work and do it most cleverly in flesh 
mind blood in a manner that makes you 
‘feel that the play world in which you 
‘@re living is not a play world at all, 
but the real, true thing. “Her Own 
Way” has been one of the great suc- 
cesses und “with the best of reasons. 
Strangely enough again the heroine was 
either a young old maid or an old young 
meid. You remember that this same state 
of affairs occurred in that exquisite bit 
of theatrical mosaic ‘“‘Cousin Kate,” with 
Miss Ethel Barrymore in the title role. 
/Isn’t it a bit odd that two of the greatest 
'guccesses should have had ag their hero- 
ines this dnnovation from the “sweet six- 
teen” type that held forth for generations 
fn novels and plays? 

Mr. Fitch does not strive after the in- 
tricate in the matter of a plot nor does 
he in the slightest possible way touch 
upon “the problem.” It fs nothing more 
or less than the old, old Story of the 
love of a man for a maid or perhaps more 
correctly, the love of a maid for a man. 
It takes four acts for Georgiana Carley 
to get “Her Own Way,” but we wouldn't 
have one of them cut out for anything. 
But that first act with its little children 
enjoying a birthday dinner seems the 
least-bit “efforty.’’ Children on the stage 
are invariably such stagy little folk that 
While they may look very sweet and 
pretty they are a very long ways from 
the nursery in more ways than one, and 
their shrill, piping voices are. generally 
lost within a few feet of the footlights. 
Even the real ice cream, not property ice 
cream, but real strawberry, does not de- 
stroy the absolute artificialness of it all. 
This was proved by the fact that they 
did not eat the ice cream but played with 
ét which is easily accounted for in the 
fact that even a child must lose a liking 
for a frozen luxury when it becomes a 
duty for eight times a week. And this is 
the end of a successful season. 

But the nursery with its little ones cer- 
tainly afforded two very pretty little sit- 
uations in the finding of tall, graceful, 
gueenly Miss Elliott under the table in 
a most unconventional way and again in 
the bliindman's buff game where she 
steals a kiss that is supposed to go to 
one of the children. And it is only in the 
providing of these situations that the 
thildren were q success. Georgiana Car- 
ley is very much in love with Lieutenant 
Richard Coleman who reciprocates, but 
believing her to be betrothed to another, 
leaves her for duty in the Philippines 
without a declaration. Then there is 
Bam Coast who loves her passionately 
and strives to win her affection by driv- 
ing the entire family to ruin through 
Georgiana’s brother via Wall street. 
Isn’t if really wonderful what dramatic 
situations William Shakespeare used to 


evolve without the aid of a scheming: 


broker and ‘‘United §tates copper’’ or 
geome other stock. But Mr. Fitch does 
this all very naturally and best of all the 
villain {s not a villain at all, but simply 
a man whose passion has quite overrid- 
den his conscience. William Courtleigh 
played this part. But much more than 
this he did not overplay the part after 
the manner of most and the consequence 
was that the artistic whole and the 
realism of a conventional drawing 
room was never marred by the slightest 
approach at the kissing, strenuous type 
which is so constantly, portrayed. And 
best of all Mr, Fitch did not reform him 
in the last act which 1s always such a 
perfectly inane and senseless sort of a 
thing to do. 

There is an epigram now and then, 


but not enough to interfere with the 
strength of the play. As for the dialogue 
it is always bright and natural with 
humor always waiting in the wings for 
an entrance, and he appears very often, 
indeed. And the situations are as nat- 
ural as the conversation, the olimaxes be- 
ing reached w&thout the least effort, 
which is the acme of artistic success, 
Most all of us like stories in which the 
prince marries the poor little girl who 
dwells in the forest, and lives happily 
ever afterward. Thats the way it end- 
ed last night, only the little girl proved to 
be a society woman with plenty of 
money, and the prince was a lHeutenant 
with a wounded arm that interefered just 
enough to be effective in the embrace 
that arrived with the final curtain. 

As for the gowns, they were superb and 
they looked—well, it {gs quite possible that 
the personality of Miss Elliott had some- 
thing if not most to do with those ef- 
fects. She ws beautiful always, but 
while seated at the plano finding ‘“Con- 
solation’” for the love that atill Ilved 
while she believed the “other one’’ dead, 
or when reading his written declaration. 
But there are many things that refuse 
to be transcribed in cold type. The com- 
pany was excellent in every respect, just

IN ONE COUNTY 


Crap ‘Games and Church 
Festivals Deadly In 
Mississippl. 


Jackson, Miss., March %80.—(Special.)— 
Pike county has achieved a rather un- 
enviable score within the past five 
months, During this period ten murders 
have been committed in the county, and 
thus far there has not been a single le- 
gal hanging to show for it. The tenth 
killing occurred laSt week when Jim Mc- 
Knight, a negro, killed a cOmpanion 
named Jim Hackett, claiming that the 
latter had threatened his life. McKnight 
was remanded to jai) without bond, 

Along the line of the Yazoo-Delta road, 
commonly known aes the “Yellow Dog,’’ 
nine negroes were killed last week, in 
every instance the murder growing out 
of quarrels et crap games or church fes- 
tivals. 

There was never eae time in the history 
of Mississippi, not even in the days when 
the carpetbagger rule was being extermi- 
nated, when human life was as cheap as 
it is now. The mania to kil) is the most 


alarming phase of the race problem, and 
it seems that the negro himself is trying 
to solve this troudlesome question by 
self-extermination. 

An accurate score has not been kept, 
but it igs estimated thet no less than 
one hundred and fifty killings have oc- 
curred in Mississippi since the first of 
the year, a large majority of the num- 
ber being in the delta, and in that sec- 
tion of the state the murder of a negro 
by a member of his race has become 
so common that it attracts little or no 
attention and seldom gets mentioned in 
the press dispatches. 

A survey of he murder list for the 
first three months of the year is appall- 
ing. Of the total number of persons kill- 
ed perhaps fifteen were white men and, 
while none of them were persons of great 
prominence, the record is none the less 
to be deplored. 

Plenty of money, mean whisky, cocaine 
and contempt for law and order is prov- 
ing the utter ruin of the negro in Missis- 
sippi. As a servant and workman he is 
deteniorating in value each year and less 
and less reliance can be placed in his 
promises. ; 

Many Vardaman Babies. 

Although Governor Vardaman has not 
been posing aS an opponent of race sui- 
cide, he is nevertheless being frequently 
honored by fond and admiring parents 
who are following St. Paul’s injunction 
to ‘grow and multiply.”’ 

At frequent intervals during his three 
months’ incumbency of the gubernatorial 
office Governor Vardaman has received 
etters from parents conveying the start- 
ling information that they have named 
their offspring in his honor. The latest 
report of this kind is from Wesson where 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert Boone have deco- 
rated a pink and white dab of humanity 
which has just invaded their household, 
with the very imposing name of James 
K. Vardaman Boone, and thus far the 
infant is carrying it without protest. 

Farmers Up With Work. 

The farmers of the state have made 
good progress with field work during the 
past week, In the southern part of the 
state they are already plowing their 
com, and practically ninety per cent of 
the acreage to be tilled during the year, 
south of the Mne of the Alabama and 
Vicksburg road, has been planted. Cot- 
ton planting is almost finished and in 
the northern part of the state very little 
corn is yet to be planted. The week was 
favorable in every way for farm work 
except during the last two days when 
heavy rains interfered with operations. 
The state has had about four inches of 
rainfall during the month.

Opponents of Bovine Liberty Defeat- 
ed in Two Towns. 

Jackson, Miss., March 30.—(Special.)— 
The lowly cow has been made the sub- 
ject of bitter controversies in two Mis- 
sisSippi towng within the past few weeks, 
and on each occasion the bovine has 
landed on top with flying colors. 

In the thriving delta town of Clarks- 
dale the indignation against the roam- 
ing instincts of the cow reached such a 
high pitch that the citizens decided to 
hold an election for the purpose of de- 
termining whether or not the cow should 
remain in the communfty.

PURSUING LABOR LEADERS. 


Colorado Authorities Seem Deter- 
mined to Destroy Unionism. 
Telluride, Colo., March 30.—Charles H. 
Moyer, president of the Western Feder- 
ation of Miners, who has been held in 
Yail here since Saturday on a charge of 
desecrating the flag, was released today 
by County Judge Waldlaw on furnishing 
a bond for $600, but was immediately re- 
arrested by a squad of soldiers, acting 
under orders of Adjutant General Bell.

In Place of Present Fine Council’s 
Tax Committee Will Recom- 
mend New Law, Which 
Will Be Enforced 
Wext Year. 


The penalty of !0 per cent and double 
street tax will not be enforced this year 
against those who failed to make re- 
turns of thelr property for taxation dur- 
ing the period specified by law. 

During the course of the next few 
months—maybe at the time that the 
general tax ordinance for the year lis 
written—the tax committee, of which 
Councilman QuilfZan is chairman, will 
report to council for adoption a me&as- 
ure which wilf enforce a penalty upon 
those who fail to make returns, but 
which will be a much milder and fairer 
measure than the one which is now a 
part of the general law of the munic- 
ipality. : ; | 

The tax cgmmittee decided not to en- 
force the Faw this year because to do 
so would work a hardship. upon a num- 
ber of citizens of Atlanta. About 2,000 
persons thig year failed to make returns 
during the period specified by law. If 
10 per cent had been added to their re- 
turns some of them would have Deen 
forced to pay 25 ar 30 cents, while some 
would have been made to pay as much 
as $100 and each class would have been 
fined these amounts for the same causé. 

The tax committee decided that this 
would not be équitable or just and there- 
fore the board of tax assessors have 
been fnstructed not to enforce the lew 
against those who falled to make Fe- 
turns. 

While the penalty will not be exacted 
this year it ig very probable that some 
sort of penalty will next year be put 
upon those who do not Zive in. Ample 
notice will be given of the intention of 
the municipality regarding this matter, 
and there will therefore not be occa- 
sion for surprise Hmong the citizens.

ARE DEFEATED 


Their Campaign Against 


Pelletan Fails To Shake 
Government, 


Paris, March 30.—In the chamber of 
deputies today the campaign of the op- 
position against M. Pelletan, minister of 
marine, failed to shake the position of 
the government which obtained a ma- 
jority of eighty on a test vote. 

After Deputy Lockroy, radical repub- 
lican, had concluded the bitter attack 
which he began yesterday on the present 
administration of naval affairs, Minister 
Pelletan replied im his Own defense, de- 
nying the charges made against his min- 
istry and maintaining that the French 
navy, in both ships and personnel, wag at 
present .in a state of efficiency. 

Premier Combes wound up the debate 
by declaring that the government accept- 
ed the resolution proposed by the_mem- 
bers of the majority for the appointment 
of an extra parliamentary commission 
to examine the condition of the navy, and 
yet, owing to the intensity of party feel- 
ing in the chamber, it was impossiblg to 
accept a parliamentary commission, 

He said he desired an investigation 
which would satisfy all unprejudiced per- 
sons, and therefore made the motion a 
question of confidence, The premier 
pledged that all documents which would 
in no way compromise the natdonal de- 
fenses would be communicated to the 
commission, which would be appointed 
without delay. 

The motion was carried by a vote of 
318 to 238, thus indicating that there 
would be no change in the cabinet as a 
result of the campaign against the min- 
istry of marine.

Engineer Iige Brown and His Ne- 
gro Fireman Hurt in Collision. 
Passengers Not Badly In- 
jured—Pioperty Loss 
Is Slight. 


Engineer Lige Brown, injured about | 
head. 

Fireman Henry Perry (colored), inter- 
nally injured, probably fatally. 

Atlanta and West Point suburban pas- 
senger train No. 41 was wrecked by a 
head-end collision with a fréight train, 
No. 4, Conductor Spratling and Engineer 
Smedley, !2 miles below the ctiy, 50 yards 
beyond Red Oak, about 6:30 o'clock last 
night. 

The engines were badly torn up, the pi- 
lots of both being torn off and the ma- 
chinery slightly damaged. A number of 
passengers were slightly hurt, but none 
seriously. their injuries consisting mostly 
of bruised noses and faces, caused from 
coming in contact with the seats in front 
of them. These were left at the station 
where the wreck occurred, while the en- 
gineer and fireman were brought to At- 
lanta and carried to the Grady hospital. 

At 9:30 o’clock a special train was made 
up and took the coaches which were 
brought back to the city out on their 
regular run to LaGrange. Several pas- 
sengers who were not injured came up 
with the coaches and returned on the 
special. They give a graphic account of 
the occurrence. us 

Engineer Lige Brown is one of the old- 
est men in active service on the line, 
having been an engineer for many years 
and having been connected in various ca- 
pacities with the West Point for about 
forty years. It is thought that he will re- 
cover. 

The negro fireman is much worse hurt, 
and while the physicians did not say 
what their opinions were, his appearance 
indicated that he was in a bad way. Dr. 
T. P. Bullard, of Palmetto, was on the 
train and administered to the needs of 
the sufferers, accompanying them to the 
city. ; 

The local for LaGrange left Atlanta 
practically on time and was making good 
speed to the south when it passed the 
Siding.- In sight, according to witnesses, 
was the northbound freight, waiting for 
the passenger to pass the switch and back 
on it again. Instead of backing, however, 
passengers states that the passenger train 
kept on its way. 

Conductor Shockley, in charge of the 
Passenger train, is said to have endeavor- 
ed to stop his train and to have used the 
Ordinary signals.to the engineer, but it is 
alleged that the latter kept on his way 
until the collision occurred. 

Train Moving Slowly. 

Claude C, Smith, en attorney of this 
city, was one of those on thé passenger 
train, as was also W. S. Walker, of Mon- 
roe. Neither of these gentlemen was in- 
jured and both were able to give a suc- 
cinct account of the affair when they 
reached Atlanta on the returning coaches. 
According to their accounts, the passenger 
train was making only about six or eight 
miles an hour after passing the siding be- 
yond Red Oak when the collision occurred. 
The cowcatchers of the engines were de- 
moOlished and the inmates of the trains 
were considerably jarred. In a short time 
after the accident occurred the engines 
were pulled apart and another engine 
from this city brought the passenger 
coaches back to Atlanta, wh the two 
most badly injured men were taken in 
the ambulance and carried to the hos- 
pital. Within an hour another train was 
made up and proceeded on its way to La- 
Grange. 

Damage to rolling stock and equipment 
was of little eonsequence.

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CHASING STILLS 
IN NORTH STATE 


Revenue Officers Find Many 
Wild Cat Foun- 
deries. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 30.—(Special.)— 
There ig renewed activity among the 
revenue officers in the search for illicit 
distilleries in the number of which they 
claim hag been a large Increase in the 
past two months, since the Watts liquor 
regulation law became effective. 

They continue to make their charges 
that the Sfate Anti-Saloon League is 
calling on them to enforce it, thus putting 
upon them a duty which really devolves 
upon the state. In some cases the coun- 
ty officials deny these statements, but in 
some cases they aresilent. 

The law allows no distilleries outside 
of towns which grant them 
There are about thirty-two cities and 
towns in which lMquor can be sold and in 
about fifteen Yicenses have been granied 
to distilleries. In this small number of 
towns all the registered distilleries are 
now gathered, which formerly used to be 
all over the state, there having been 
two ago several hundred of them. 

Ne estimate of the number of moon- 


shiners’ distilleries has been made in five | 


or six years, the last one being that there 
were at least 600. They used to be more 


numerous in the west, but some years 


ago began to move eastward. In one 
section, north of Raleigh, near Pocomoke, 
the revenyé officers say that in four years 
they have broken up nearly thirty of 
these illicit distilleries, The moonshiners 
né lJonger shoot at the Officers and sé 
the breaking up of the, distilleries is 
not dangerous like it used to be. Offi- 
cers have returned here from Johnston 
county, where they found two illicit dis- 
tilleries of large size. 

The operators, four in n&mber, escape, 
or as the officers put it, outran the 
bullets, but were indentified and arrests 
followed.

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CHANGES MADE 
IN POSTAL BILL 


Many Amendments to the 
Measure by the Senate 
Committee, 


Washington, March 30.—The postoffice 
&ppropriation bill as amended by the 
senate committee on postoffices and post 
roads was plced in the hands of the gen- 
ate early today. Among the amend- 
ments not heretofore announced from 
the committeé are the following: 

For separating mails at the third and 
fourth class postoffités, the appropriation 
is refuced from $1,000,000 to $500,000. 

For allowance to fhird class postoffices 
where the salaries of postmasters ex- 
ceed $1,000 per annum, to cover the cost 
of clerical ser¥Vices $500, provided that 
no allowance in excess of $400 shall be 
made to any one office. 

The Gommittee .elfminated the follow- 
ing provision inserted by the house: 

“That no part of this appropriation 
shall be expended for telephone service 
in any postOffice where the postmaster is 
required, by order of the postmaster

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COTTON CATERPILLAR HAS 
DONE DAMAGE TO GEORGIA 


TATE ENTOMOLOGIST WILMON 
S NEBWELL has just issued an im- 

portant bulletin relating to the ocot- 
‘an caterpillar and the damage it has 
Gone in Georgia, 

The bulletin goes into details, and pre- 
scribes means for getting rid of the pest. 
Anyone desiring a copy can secure it 
upon application to State Entomologist 
Newell. 

During the summer of 1903 the cotton 
earterpillar was the cause of considerable 
damage in several counties of southern 
Georgia, notably in Baker, Crawford, 
Chatham, Dooly, Houston, Laurens, 
Lowndes, Macon, Mitchell, Pulaski, Ran- 
folph, Stewart, Sumter and Taylor coun- 
ties. While the damage in any one lo- 
cality was not excessive, yet the loss 
of the aggregate amoynted to considera- 
bie and in many of the infested flelds the 
‘top crop” was entirely destroyed. 

Discusston of Caterpillar. 

Discussing the caterpillar, Mr. Newell 
jays in part: 

“The various severe attacks of the cot- 
ton eaterpillar during the history of cot- 
ton cultivation in the Unfted States, 
have been almost invariably followed by 
years of practical immunity from the 
peat. This has in some cases been dua 
to attacKs upon thé egg and larval stages 
of the pest by a number of parasitic in- 
sects, and in other cases the prevailing 
weather conditions have so reduced the 
number of caterpillars as to leave prac- 
tieally no adults to hibernate until the 
following year. At least twelve parastic 
tpecies of insects are known to attack 
the eggs and caterpillars. Upon the first 
appearance of the caterpillars after a 
succession of years in which they have 
heen scarce, the parasites are very few 
in numbers. As the caterpillars increase, 
an increase in parasites also occurs, but 
until several months or seasons have, 
elapsed this increase does not keep pace 
with that of the caterpillars. Only when 
the host insects are exceedingly abundant 
are conditions most favorable for the 
parasites and then sooner or later their 
rate of increase may exceed that of the 
caterpillars and the ravages of the lat- 
ter be checked or stopped entirely. Moist 


and cloudy weather is especially favora- } 


ble to the rabid development of the 
caterpillars, while hot dry days at the 
time of hatching from the egg, or short- 
ly afterwards, may destroy large num- 
bers. Many of the larvae fall from the }

plants to the ground, and if there ex- 
posed to the direct hot sunshine may ba 


‘unable to again reach the foliage. , 


Yt ig evident that in fields where the 
rows ate far enough apart to allow plen- 
ty of sunshine to reach the ground, this 
destruction will be much greater than 
where the rows are close together and 
the ground thoroughly shaded. This 
should be borne in mind at the time 
of planting and the rows placed Suffi- 
ciently far apart to admit plenty of sun- 
shine. Aside from this method of plant- 
ing being a not invaluable precaution 
against the caterpillar, it also decreases 
materially the damage from bOll worm in- 
jury. In Texas, where extensive exper!i- 
ments have been conducted against the 
Mexican cotton boll weevil, it has been 
found that wide rows are of value in de- 
creasing the damage done by this pest, 
and it has also been shown that cotiton 
planted reasonably far apart, produces 
more per acre than that which is planted 
close, even where insect damage is not 
taken into account.’’ 

Mr. Newell’s Conclusions. 

Mr. Newell reaches the following con- 
clusions: 

“Il. That arsenica] poisons should be 
thoroughly applied to tthe cotton plants 
upon the very first appearance of the 
caterpillars, 

‘2. That in moderately dry weather this 
application can best be made in the form 
of dust, @ dry mixture of | part Paris 
green to 4 parts fine air-slaked lime as di- 
rected above. The distribution of this 
mixture should be so gauged as to use 
from One and one and one-half pounds 
of Paris green per acre. If the laborers 
exceed this amount the proportion of 
lime should be increased or sacks of finer 
texture used upon the duster, ; 

“3. That in wet. weather a mixture of 
arsenate of lead at the raiie of 3 pounds 
to each 50 galjons of water applied with 
a knapsack spray pump, will adhere bet-

The 
couniry reports were quiet and bullish and 
the general movement was only moderate, 
The foreign advices were weak and sta- 
tistics generally met expectations. 

Oats were in sympathy with other ce- 
reals. There was a fair cash demand and 
exports were slow. There was a little stuff 
for sale on the better levels, but local 
interests were buyers. 

Provisions—Offerings were somewhat 
heavier in consequence of the larger hog 
receipts and the estimates for a further 
increase. The movement of product Was, 
moderate and cash business was slow. 
There was a fair line of support on the 
lower levels.

Chicago, March 30.—Wheat—Thetfe was 
bear pressure early with scattered liqui- 
Gation on lower English cables, improved 
weather in many localities and reports 
that Minneapolis mills would close down 
tomorrow. Receipts at St. Louis and~ 
Kansas City were very small and a large 
buying movement started, supposedly for 
Armour, that drove in shorts and caused 
sharp reactions, with the market very 
nervous and unsettled. The cash news 
was bullish and the strength in corn 
helped advances but with seeding of 
spring wheat commenced this early in 
the season, and late reports of rain in 
Kansas started selling with part of ad- 
vances lost with sentiment somewhat 
bearish at the close, and a show for 
lower prices. 

Corn—The Argentine crop news 4nd 
buying Armour of May and July started 
shorts on the run, while the wet weather 
over the belt was a bullish considéra- 
tion and induced considerable buying of 
September. The movement’ continues 
light, corn is in a strong position and 
prices can be worked higher. 

Oats—The feature was buying of May 
by Armour and commission houses, the 
light receipts and wet weather also 
figuring in a bullish manner. The cash 
market was strong with No. 3 white sell- 
ing at 42c. 

Provisions—Prices worked off in sym- 
pathy with corn moving up, although 
meéting selling by packers. There was 4 
good cash demand for loose lard, other- 
wise slow and speculative buying of pork 
by local operators and commijssion 
houses. On soft spots we favor purchases,

Atlanta, March 30.—First cables from 
Liverpool this morning were 10 to 14 
points better than last night’s closing 
figures, and the close today was | to § 
points lower than the opening. The 
American market opened 5 to 12 points 
lower, and was dll and narrow during 
the earlier part of the session. There 
was an entire absence of interests of 
much importance, and in cunsequence 
the market was a drifting match, favor- 
ing the bears but little during the day. 
The lowest of the day was reached on 
the opening, and soon afterwards the 
earlier positions declining 2 to II points 
and the distant remaining unchanged. 
Around the noon ‘hour the only support 
of importarnce was noted, and under 
samé prices improved !0 to 33 points, 
which brought the Session to near the 
to 
closing at this level, very 
sfeady in tone. We look for a continua- 
tion of this class of market until a 
larger account on either side is formed, 
and then w® may see more activity. We 
favor the long side on all recessions.

Chicago, March 30.—Wheat—The wheat 
market was irregular, going from one 
extreme *to the othér several times dur-. 
ing the session. The weather was wet 
throughout the winter wheat belt. The 
absence of anything particularly bullish 
in the early advices encouraged bears 
to further press their favorite side. The 
Kansas City mars°t was strong and the 
milling demand Titre reported as ex- 
cellent. Minneipolis was rather a drag 
on this side. There was considerable 
talk of a poor flour demand and of the 
mills closing down. 

Corn—Armour & Co. were best buyers 
of both the May and July options. The 
trade {iq the May option is limited and 
nervous. The pit trade is broadening 
sOme with the advance, as a good many 
operators are inciined to tail on to the 
bull op@rations. There were eleven cars 
of contract in the local receipts and 100,- 
000 bushels of the same quality were 
made yesterday. The cash market was 
stronger. 

The oats market was strong on small 
receipts. the Wet weather and in svmpa- 
thy with _the stréneth in corn. The corn 
bulls were thougtt to have given this 
market assistance. The trade was larger 
than usual. 7-4 local operations generally 
continue slack. “ 

Provisions—The hog situation caused @ 
sharp ‘break in all products. The mar- 
ket at the yards was 8 to 10c lower. 
There was moderate huying by commis- 
sion houses, sipposed to be on account 
of the strength in corr. .
